We  are  pleased  to  present  in  this  issue 
an  article  on  the  coinage  of  Hawaii,  by 
Mr.  John  P.  G.  Arndt  of  Elkhorn,  Wis- 
consin, a former  resident  of  Honolulu. 
Mr.  Arndt  states  that  this  article  was 
originally  written  upon  the  request  of 
his  friend  Mr.  Bruce  Cartwright  of 
Honolulu,  for  the  Hawaiian  Historical 
Society,  some  24  years  ago.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  Mr.  Arndt  was  a 
subscriber  to  “The  Coin  Collector’s 
Journal”  as  early  as  1886. 


A greatly  increased  demand  for 
Linked  States  coins  is  quite  evident. 
Prices  have  had  a steady  advance  for  the 
last  six  months  especially  moderately 
priced  coins  and  minor  rarities.  The  first 
coins  of  all  types  are  much  sought  after. 
Proof  coins  have  been  in  such  favor  that 
few  dealers  have  any  stock  of  conse- 
quence left.

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The  Coins  of  Hawaii 

By  JOHN  P.  ARNDT 


As  a former  resident  of  the  city  of 
Honolulu  I was  approached  by  several 
gentlemen  representing  the  Hawaiian 
Historical  Society  to  write  a descriptive 
article  on  the  former  coinage  of  the 
island  kingdom.  Prior  to  the  year  1883 
there  existed  for  circulation  in  Hawaii 
the  coins  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica,  England,  France,  Mexico,  some 
South  American  Republics  and  the  Papal 
States,  with  the  exception  of  a local 
currency  issued  at  Lahainaluna  about  the 
year  1850,  consisting  of  3 Kaneta  (cents) 
1/16,  /s,  ]/4,  Zi  and  1 Dala  (dollar) 
pieces  printed  on  square  pieces  of  card- 
board and  some  notes  issued  by  Ladd  U 
Co.  of  Honolulu  in  1848.  Besides  this 
paper  currency  there  were  in  circulation 
copper  coins,  the  Hapa  Haneri  pieces 
with  bust  of  King  Kamehameha  III  in 
uniform  on  obverse  and  date  1847,  on 
reverse,  value  “Hapa  Haneri”  within 
wreath  and  the  words  “Aupuni  Hawaii” 
signifying  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii,  of 
which  four  varieties  exist.  In  1862  there 
was  issued  by  John  Thomas  Waterhouse, 
a merchant  of  Honolulu,  a tradesman's 
token  with  portrait  of  King  Kamehameha 
IV,  struck  in  white  metal,  to  facilitate 
change  in  the  islands. 

But  of  a regular  coinage  we  cannot 
speak  until  the  accession  of  King 
Kalakaua  I to  the  throne  of  Hawaii  in 
February  1874,  who  in  the  year  1881,  in 
company  with  Colonel  Judd,  his 
Chamberlain  and  the  Hon.  William  N. 
Armstrong,  his  Commissioner  of  Immi- 
gration on  a trip  around  the  world,  was 
approached  by  officials  of  the  mints  of 
Vienna,  Brussels  and  Paris,  with  a view 
to  having  a national  coinage  issued  for 
his  island  kingdom.  By  order  of  the 
King  patterns  for  the  new  coins  were 


struck  of  the  denomination  5 Keneta 
(cents)  in  nickel,  bearing  on  the  reverse 
a garter  surmounted  by  the  royal  crown 
enclosing  the  figure  5 with  the  Hawaiian 
motto  ”Ua  mau  Ke  ea  o Ka  aina  i Ka 
pono.”  But  owing  to  a mistake  of  the 
engravers  of  the  coins  the  word  "An 
was  substituted  in  place  of  ”Ua.”  The 
obverse  had  the  portrait  of  Kalakaua  to 
left  with  title  “Kalakaua  King  of 
Sandwich  Islands”  and  the  date  1881. 
The  King,  ot  course,  was  so  pleased  with 
the  impression  of  an  independent  coin- 
age, that  he  ordered  several  hundred 
pieces  to  be  coined  for  circulation,  but 
owing  to  the  fault  of  the  metal  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Hawaiian  Legislature,  his 
native  subjects  did  not  approve  of  the 
new  coins,  consequently  many  were 
cither  destroyed  or  distributed  among  his 
friends,  so  that  his  realm  was  without 
an  independent  coinage  until  Claus 
Spreckels,  a banker,  sugar  planter  and 
the  power  behind  the  throne  in  1883 
approached  his  Majesty  on  the  subject  of 
having  a silver  coinage  struck  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Hawaiian  nation.  Accord- 
ingly, application  was  made  by  the 
Hawaiian  Government  for  the  coinage 
at  the  San  Francisco  mint  of  $1,000,000. 
in  silver  denominations  to  correspond 
with  the  silver  coins  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  fineness  and  weight,  regu- 
lations of  the  9th  ol  November,  1883, 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States 
Treasury,  the  Director  of  the  Mint, 
with  his  approval,  fixed  the  charges  for 
coining  the  number  of  pieces  specified, 
and  the  charges  having  been  paid,  the 
coinage  was  commenced  on  November 
17th,  1883.  The  dies  prepared  for  the 
purpose  and  furnished  by  the  agent  of 
the  Hawaiian  Government  were,  upon 
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completion  of  the  coinage  in  June,  1884, 
forwarded  to  and  remained  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Director  of  the  Mint.  The 
application  specified  the  coinage  of  a 
piece  the  value  of  “one-eighth  of  a dol- 
lar" hut  this  was  subsequently  changed  to 
a piece  of  “Ten  Cents.”  The  total  coin- 
age, in  pieces  and  value,  was  as  follows:

The  designs  for  the  Hawaiian  silver  coins 
were  prepared  by  Mr.  Charles  Barber, 
engraver  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  and 
in  beauty  and  workmanship  almost  excel 
our  own  coins  of  the  United  States.  The 
reverse  of  the  dollar  represents  the  Royal 
Hawaiian  Coat  of  Arms  on  mantle  sup- 
ported with  the  Star  of  the  Order  of 
Kamehameha  suspended,  around  the 
Hawaiian  motto  “Ua  mail  Ke  ea  o Ka 
aina  i Ka  pono”.  The  figure  1 to  left 
and  letter  D to  right;  in  exergue, 
“Akahi  Dala”,  signifying  one  dollar. 

The  Half  and  Quarter  dollars  piece 
bear  the  crowned  shield  with  motto  as 
above  and  inscription,  “Hapalua  /i  D” 
for  the  former  and  “Hapaha  J/4  D“  for 
the  latter.  The  design  for  the  one- 
eighth  of  a dollar  on  reverse  is  the  value 
within  wreath  expressed  in  the  Hawaiian 
language  “Hapawelu”  surmounted  with 
crown  and  motto  as  on  the  other  coins; 
in  exergue,  in  English,  “Eighth  Dollar”. 
For  the  dime  piece  the  design  is  similar 
to  the  last  only  the  inscription  reads 
“One  Dime”  in  exergue,  “Umi  Keneta” 
(Ten  Cents).  The  obverses  of  all  the 
coins  have  the  bust  of  “Kalakaua  I.  King 
of  Hawaii”  and  in  the  field  below,  the 
year  1883.  They  are  all  with  milled 
edge.  The  motto  on  all  the  silver  coins 
“EJa  mau  Ke  ca  o Ka  aina  i Ka  pono” 
translates  into  English:  “The  life  of  the 
land  is  in  righteousness”.

The  Hawaiian  Government  issued 
against  deposits  of  this  silver  coinage 
Treasury  Notes  in  denominations  of  $10, 
$20,  $5  0,  and  $100.  An  Act  approved 
July  17,  1884,  by  the  Hawaiian  Legisla- 
ture and  King  Kalakaua  to  regulate  the 
currency  is  as  follows:  “From  and  after 
December  1st,  1884,  the  gold  coins  of 
the  U.  S.  of  America  shall  be  standard 
and  legal  tender  at  their  nominal  value 
in  payment  of  all  debts,  public  and  pri- 
vate, within  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii. 
Further  the  standard  silver  coins  of  the 
U.  S.  of  America  and  the  silver  coins  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  shall  be  from  and 
after  December  1st,  1884,  a legal  tender 
at  their  nominal  values  for  any  amount 
not  exceeding  $10.  in  any  one  payment. 
From  and  after  December  1st,  1884  gold 
and  silver  coins  other  than  the  coins  of 
Hawaii  and  the  United  States  shall  be 
received  in  the  Treasury  at  a rate  not 
exceeding  their  bullion  value,  for  Gov- 
ernment dues,  duties  and  taxes.  Chapter 
37  of  Session  Laws  of  1880  being  an  act 
to  provide  for  a national  coinage  is 
hereby  repealed;  this  repeal  to  take  effect 
on  the  1st  day  of  December  1884”. 

During  the  regency  of  Kalakaua  I 
from  February  1874  to  January  21st, 
1891,  there  were  issued  more  or  less 
tokens  on  bronze,  copper  and  other 
metals  but  owing  to  their  scarcity  are 
hard  to  obtain,  so  that  it  is  an  impossi- 
bility to  give  a description. 

With  the  reign  of  Queen  Liliuokalani, 
sister  of  King  Kalakaua  there  was  issued 
in  1891  unofficially  in  England  by  R. 
Huth,  Esq.,  a pattern  silver  dollar  bearing 
on  obverse  the  bust  of  Liliuokalani  with 
inscription  in  Latin  “Liliucalania  Dei 
Gratia”,  on  reverse,  hemisphere  showing 
Hawaiian  Islands,  “Hawaiarum  Regina, 
1891”,  in  exergue,  “Akahi  Dala.”  Also 
a $20.  gold  piece  with  same  portrait  and 
inscription  on  obverse,  reverse  showing 
within  wreath  two  Puloulou  Staffs 
crossed  surmounted  with  the  Hawaiian 
crown,  below,  “20  Dala”.  To  my 
knowledge  there  are  only  three  speci- 
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mens  in  existence,  of  the  pattern  silver 
dollar  of  Liliuokalani  1891.  Pure  silver, 
50  pieces  were  struck. 

After  the  abrogation  of  the  monarchy 
January  17,  1893,  there  was  issued  by 
the  same  gentleman  a pattern  silver  dob 
lar  medal  giving  no  value  of  the  Princess 
Kaiulani,  former  heir  apparent  to  the 
throne  of  Hawaii,  showing  on  obverse 
bust  of  princess  to  right  surrounded  by 
three  dolphins,  with  inscription  in  Latin 
as  follows:  “Caiulania  Lilinocalaniae 
Reginal  Sororis  Felia”.  Reverse,  show' 
ing  hemisphere  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands; 
“Spes  P u b 1 i c a , Oct.  XVI. 
MDCCCXCIII.  (October  16,  1883). 
The  dies  for  the  coins  were  prepared  by 
J.  H.  Pinches,  Esq.,  in  England  and 
never  circulated,  but  were  held  by 
friends  and  admirers  of  the  Ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani  as  souvenirs,  and  are  to  some 
extent  rare  and  much  sought  after  by 
numismatists.  But  since  the  annexation 
of  Hawaii  in  1898  by  the  United  States 
of  America,  most  of  the  Hawaiian  silver 
coins  have  gone  into  Uncle  Sam’s  melt- 
ing pot  in  San  Francisco  so  that  collectors 
of  coins  will  some  day  pay  handsome 
prices  for  any  specimens  representing  the 


former  coinage  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Hawaii. 

Under  the  Provisional  Government  of 
1890  and  the  Republic  of  1894  no  coins 
were  issued.  Will  state,  that  of  the 
Princess  Kaiulani  Medal  Dollar  pieces 
were  issued  in  gold  (1),  silver  (50), 
copper  (2),  iron  (3),  and  tin  (1).  This 
closes  the  chapter  of  coinage  for  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.

Nathaniel  Greene  was  born  in  War- 
wic  k,  Rhode  Island,  May  27,  1742,  of 
Quaker  parents.  His  education  was  com 


fined  to  common  school  and  his  early 
youth  spent  on  the  farm,  in  the  mill  and 
in  blacksmith  shops.  At  the  age  of 
twenty  he  took  up  the  study  of  law  and 
military  tactics.  Because  of  his  military 
activities  he  was  disowned  by  his  family 
who,  as  “Friends”  were  against  fighting 
in  any  form.  Greene  became  a member 
of  the  Rhode  Island  Legislature  and  re- 
mained so  until  his  appointment  in  1780 
to  the  command  of  the  Southern  army. 
His  military  engagements  included  com- 
mands at  Trenton,  Brandywine,  German- 
town, Monmouth  and  Camden  and  he 
distinguished  himself  in  each  affair.  Upon 
succeeding  Gates  as  commander  of  the 
Southern  Army,  he  quickly  gave  Corn- 
wallis defeat.  Sending  Daniel  Morgan 
against  Tarleton  at  the  Battle  of  Cow- 
pens  was  one  of  his  first  moves.  After 
his  famous  retreat  through  Carolina  into 
Virginia,  he  turned  back  and  met  the 
British  Army  at  Guildford  Courthouse, 
and  defeated  them  on  March  15,  1781. 
He  then  turned  to  South  Carolina  and 
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was  defeated  by  Lord  Rawdon’s  army  at 
Hobkirk's  Hill,  April  25th.  Soon  alter 
this  he  laid  siege  to  the  fort  at  Ninety  - 
six,  but  the  fort  was  too  strong  to  be 
taken  by  assault  and  Greene  retired  to 
Santee,  and  soon  afterwards  the  fort  was 
abandoned  and  its  garrison  joined  the 
British  under  Rawdon  and  encamped 
at  Orangeburg.  Early  in  August  Greene 
received  reinforcements  of  North  Caro- 
lina  troops  under  General  Sumner,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  month  marched  against 
the  British,  who  had  been  left  by  Raw- 
don  under  the  command  of  Lt.  Col. 
Stuart.  The  British  retreated  about  40 
miles  east  to  Eutaw  Springs,  and  follow- 
ing  with  great  stealth,  Greene  was  able 
to  take  them  completely  by  surprise  in 
an  attack  on  September  8,  1781. 

The  movement  against  the  British  was 

o 

made  in  two  columns,  the  first  composed 
of  North  and  South  Carolina  militia 
under  Marion  and  Pickens,  and  the 
second  composed  of  North  Carolina  regu- 
lars under  Sumner,  Virginians  under  Lt. 
Col.  Campbell,  and  Marylanders  under 
Lt.  Col.  O.  H.  Williams.  Lee’s  legions 
covered  the  right  flank,  and  Lt.  Col. 
Henderson’s  the  left.  William  Washing- 
ton’s cavalry  and  Kirkwood’s  Delaware 


troops  formed  the  reserve,  and  at  the 
head  of  each  line  the  artillery  was 
placed.  The  battle  began  about  eight  in 
the  morning,  and  progressed  rapidly,  the 
British  being  driven  from  the  field.  The 
victors  took  over  the  British  camp  and 
having  made  such  a quick  victory  the 
Americans  relaxed  and  gave  over  to  eat- 
ing, drinking  and  plundering  the  camp. 
Most  unexpectedly  the  vanquished  Brit- 
ish troops  renewed  the  attack,  and  after 
five  hours  of  fighting  the  Americans  were 
forced  to  give  way,  with  heavy  losses. 
But  Stuart,  even  in  this  gain,  felt  insecure 
and  that  night  demolished  guns  and  stores 
and  retreated  toward  Charleston  the 
next  morning.  He  was  pursued  by  some 
small  parties,  but  the  Americans,  al- 
though left  with  the  battlefield,  could  not 
claim  a victory.  The  American  losses 
were  set  at  550  and  the  British  at  800. 

For  his  action  at  Eutaw  Springs  Con- 
gress gave  thanks,  a British  flag  cap- 
tured in  the  battle,  and  an  engraved  gold 
medal  to  Nathaniel  Greene.  At  the  close 
of  the  war  Greene  returned  to  Rhode 
Island.  In  1785  he  moved  to  a planta- 
tion near  Savannah  which  had  been  pre- 
sented to  him  by  the  State  of  Georgia. 
He  died  there  in  1786.

William  Washington  was  born  in 
Stafford  County,  Virginia,  February  28, 
1752.  He  was  the  son  of  Bailey  Wash- 


ington, a relative  of  George  Washington. 
Early  in  the  Revolutionary  War  he  en- 
tered military  service,  and  became  a Cap- 
tain in  the  Virginia  line  under  Mercer. 
He  participated  in  the  Battle  of  Long 
Island,  and  later,  although  badly  wound- 
ed at  Trenton,  engaged  in  the  Battle 
at  Princeton. 

He  became  a Lieutenant  Colonel  of 
Baylor’s  Dragoons  and  was  with  them 
when  surprised  at  Tappan.  During 
1779-1780  he  fought  with  Daniel 
Morgan  in  South  Carolina,  and  dis- 
tinguished himself  at  the  Battle  of  Cow- 
pens (See  C.  C.  J.  Jan-Feb.  1942).  For 
his  action  at  Cowpens,  Congress  awarded 
him  the  medal  shown  herewith.  He  also 
was  efficient  in  Greene’s  famous  retreat, 
and  at  the  battles  of  Hobkirk’s  Hill  and 
Eutaw  Springs.  During  the  latter  battle 
he  was  severely  wounded,  and  taken 
prisoner.  Upon  his  release  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  war,  he  married  and 
settled  in  Charleston,  where  he  died  in 
1810.

Born  in  Baltimore  County,  Maryland 
in  173  2,  John  Egar  Howard  became  a 
Cantain  in  Hull’s  regiment  at  the  Battle 
of  White  Plains.  In  1777  as  a Major  in 
the  Continental  Army  he  distinguished 
himself  in  the  Battle  of  Germantown. 
He  served  as  a Lieutenant  Colonel  at  the 
Battle  of  Monmouth,  and  in  1780  was 


detailed  with  Maryland  and  Delaware 
troops  to  serve  in  the  south.  He  was 
with  Gates  in  the  defeat  at  Camden,  and 
under  Greene  at  the  Battle  of  Cowpens, 
showed  such  valor  and  courage  that  coiv 
gress  presented  him  with  the  medal  shown 
here.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  this 
battle  bayonets  were  used  effectively  for 
the  Erst  time.  Howard  later  participated 
in  the  battles  of  Guildford,  Hobkirk’s 
Hill  and  Eutaw  Springs,  being  seriously 
wounded  during  the  latter  battle. 

Alter  the  war  he  became  a member  of 
congress,  and  Governor  of  Maryland 
from  1789' 1792.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Maryland  Senate  in  1795,  and  a 
United  States  Senator  from  1796  to 
1803.  In  1798  George  Washington 
named  him  as  one  of  his  Brigadier'Gen- 
erals,  and  when  Baltimore  was  threatened 
in  1814,  Howard  placed  himself  at  the 
head  of  aged  men  armed  for  its  defense. 
He  died  at  his  birthplace  on  October  12, 
1827.

Part  Nine 


Historical  Types 

Roman  history  resembles  an  intricate 
tapestry,  in  which  each  thread — wars, 
treaties,  legislation,  public  festivals,  etc., 
-plays  a vital  part  in  forming  the  final 
picture.  The  Republican  moneyer  has 
contributed  his  share  in  making  our  story 
more  vivid  by  illustrating  many  of  these 
events  on  the  Roman  denarius;  particu- 
larly  those  relating  to  foreign  or  civil 
strife. 

To  note  all  these  allusions,  outstanding 
or  obscure,  would  require  a huge  volume. 
For  our  purposes  it  will  be  sufficient  to 
study  those  types  which  make  the  most 
pointed  reference  to,  or  which  portray 
in  the  most  graphic  manner,  the  out- 
standing or  unusual  episodes  of  Roman 
history. 

The  following  sub-headings  may  prove 
convenient  in  classifying  our  coins 

(1)  Legendary  or  traditional  history. 

(2)  Records  of  past  events  (in  re- 
trospect) . 

(3)  Contemporary  history. 

(Reverse  types,  from  the  mint  at 

Pome,  are  implied  unless  otherwise 
stated.) 

Our  story  opens  with  the  flight  of 
Aeneas,  the  legendary  ancestor  of  the 
Latin  people,  from  the  famous  city  of 
Troy  to  Italy.  A coin  of  Julius  Caesar 
(48  B.C. — Eastern  mint)  figure  1,  shows 
Aeneas  carrying  his  aged  father  Anchises 
on  his  shoulder  and  bearing  the  “pal- 
ladium” (a  sacred  statue  of  Pallas 
Athene)  in  the  palm  of  his  outstretched 
hand.  Aeneas  founded  the  town  of 
Lavinium  or  Lanuvium  shortly  after  his 
arrival.  During  the  building  operations 
it  was  noticed  that  a neighboring  woods 


was  on  fire.  Aeneas  investigated,  and 
saw  a wolf  placing  pieces  of  wood  on 
a braeier  which  an  eagle  was  fanning 
with  his  wings.  This  prodigy  is  illus- 
trated (fig.  2),  on  a piece  of  L.  Papius 
Celsus — 46  B.C. 

The  folk-tale  of  Romulus  and  Remus 
nursed  by  the  she- wolf  has  already  been 
covered  in  some  detail  (sec  Part  IV— 
No.  2).  Romulus,  the  reputed  founder 
and  builder  of  Rome,  was  probably  an 
actual  personage  however;  the  Romans 
dating  their  historical  era  (753  B.C.) 
from  his  reign  as  the  first  tribal  chieftain 
or  king.  He  was  particularly  noted  as  a 
law-maker  and  administrator. 

During  the  rulership  of  Romulus,  the 
Romans  first  came  into  conflict  with  the 
neighboring  tribe  of  the  Sabines,  under 
King  Tatius.  According  to  Livy,  the 
early  Romans  were  merely  a band  of 
robbers,  marauders  and  free-booters. 
Moreover  they  lacked  wives.  Being  un- 
able to  secure  them  in  an  honourable 
way,  the  Romans  invited  the  Sabine 
families  to  a festival  at  Rome  and  there 
treacherously  tore  the  wives  and  sisters 
from  the  sides  of  their  unarmed  miests. 

o 

This  celebrated  “Rape  of  the  Sabines” 
type  (fig.  3)  is  shown  by  L.  Titurius 
Sabin  on  his  issue  of  87  B.C.  A quick 
retribution  ensued,  when  the  traitress, 
Tarpeia,  guided  the  enraged  Sabine  army 
in  the  Roman  citadel.  As  the  price  of 
her  betrayal  she  demanded  from  the 
Sabines  “what  they  carried  on  their  left 
arms,”  meaning  of  course  their  heavy 
gold  bracelets  and  rings.  In  their  con- 
tempt for  her  act  the  Sabines  instead 
buried  her  beneath  their  shields,  which 
they  also  carried  on  their  left  arms  see 
figure  4 (L.  Titurius  Sabin—  87  B.C  ). 
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We  will  glance  at  one  more  coin  de- 
picting  the  shadowy  and  semi-mythical 
period  ol  the  early  Latin  kings;  that  of 
Numa  Pompilius  (tig.  5)  sacrificing  at 
an  altar  (L.  Pomponius  Molo — 89  B.C. 

local  Italian  mintage).  Numa  was  the 
2nd  king  of  Rome  and  especially  noted 
for  his  institution  of  Roman  religious 
rites  and  observances. 

With  the  expulsion  of  the  Tarquins 
and  the  appointment  of  Lucius  Junius 
Brutus  (in  509  B.C.)  as  “first  consul” 
of  the  Roman  Republic  (fig.  6),  we 
pass  from  the  realm  of  dim  tradition  to 
factual  history.  Brutus  is  the  second 
togate  figure  on  the  right  (see  also  Part 
VIII  No.  18). 

Two  events  of  the  5 th  century,  one 
war-like  and  the  other  peaceful,  are  com- 
memorated on  denarii.  The  former,  the 
“battle  of  Lake  Regillus”  (493  B.C.), 
was  described  and  illustrated  in  Part  II; 
and  the  latter,  relating  to  the  corn 
famine  of  439  B.C.,  in  Part  IV.  The 
type  of  A.  Postumius  Albinus  (fig.  7— 
89  B.C. — Italy)  showing  3 cavalrymen 
charging,  and,  figure  8 (A.  Postumius 
Albinus — same  date  and  mint)  the  Dio- 
scuri watering  their  horses  at  the  foun- 
tain of  Juturna  in  Rome  after  the  battle, 
also  refer  to  Lake  Regillus. 

A gap  of  about  80  years  brings  us  to 
the  Gallic  invasion  of  361  B.C.  In  this 
contest  Titus  Manlius  slew  a gigantic 
Gaul  in  single  combat  and  took  his 
golden  collar  or  “torque”  from  his  neck 
as  a trophy.  The  obverse  (fig.  9)  of  the 
piece  of  L.  Manlius  [Torquatus]  (99-94 
B.C. — Italy)  shows  the  “torque”  en- 
circling the  head  of  Roma;  and  the  re- 
verse (fig.  10),  his  ancestor  leaping  into 
the  fray. 

The  balance  of  4th  and  early  3rd  cen- 
tury types  relate  to  the  Samnite  Wars 
with  but  one  exception — the  “Victory  in 
quadriga”  of  P.  Maenius  [Antiaticus] 
(124-103  B.C.),  which  commemorates 
the  defeat  of  an  allied  Latin  army  near 
Antium  in  338  B.C.  From  the  1st  Sam- 
nite War  we  note  the  capture  of  Pri- 
vernum  in  329  B.  C.  by  C.  Plautius 
Decianus  in  the  “Jupiter  in  quadriga” 


type  of  P.  Plautius  Hypsaeus  (61  B.C.) 

-figure  11;  and,  relating  to  the  3rd 
Samnite  War,  the  triumph  of  the  dic- 
tator C.  Junius  Brutus  near  Bovianum 
in  302  B.C.  (celebrated  by  the  “Victory 
in  biga”  of  Decimus  Silanus — 88  B.C.) 
and  the  termination  of  the  war  in  290 
B.C.,  illustrated  by  2 soldiers  swearing 
an  oath  over  a pig  held  by  a kneeling 
youth  (fig.  12 — Tiberius  Veturius  Bar- 
rus — 93-92  B.C. — coinage  of  Italy). 

The  first  Punic  War  (264-242  B.C.) 
marks  the  beginning  of  the  titanic  strug- 
gle between  Rome  and  Carthage,  which 
was  to  result  in  the  exhaustion  of  the 
former  and  the  total  destruction  of  the 
latter.  Rome  suffered  numerous  de- 
feats and  had  many  anxious  moments 
when  Hannibal  invaded  Italy.  We 
naturally  hear  nothing  of  her  set-backs 
on  the  coinage;  only  of  Roman  victories. 
L.  Caecilius  Metellus  did  gain  one  im- 
portant advantage  over  Hasdrubal  at 
Panormus,  Sicily,  in  251  B.C.;  where  he 
captured  a large  number  of  Carthaginian 
war-elephants  and  later  exhibited  them 
in  his  triumph  at  Rome.  Figure  13  shows 
Jupiter  in  an  elephant-drawn  chariot, 
probably  referring  to  the  general’s  tri- 
umph at  the  capital  (C.  Caecilius  Metel- 
lus— 93  B.C.).  Q.  Lutatius  Cerco,  in 
his  galley  type  of  90  B.C.  (Italian  mint- 
age), also  celebrates  the  naval  victory 
of  his  ancestor  C.  Lutatius  Catulus  over 
the  Carthaginian  fleet  under  Hanno  in 
an  engagement  off  the  island  of  Aegusa 
in  241  B.C. — see  fig.  14.  The  peace 
treaty  at  the  end  of  the  1st  Punic  War 
is  almost  certainly  commemorated  on  the 
coin  of  Titus  Quinctius  [Flaminius] 
(124-103  B.C.)  which  shows  Pax 

(peace)  riding  in  a biga  (fig.  15).  The 
elephant’s  head  in  the  field  refers  to 
Panormus. 

Apparently  a period  of  17  years  of 
peace  was  too  severe  a strain  on  the 
aggressive  and  ambitious  Roman  spirit, 
for  in  the  year  225  B.C.  we  again  find 
them  engaged  in  war,  this  time  against 
the  Gauls  in  north  Italy.  Three  coin 
types  are  directly  connected  with  this 
campaign.  M.  Fourius  Phili,  on  his  coin 
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of  9 3 '92  B.C.  (Italian  mint),  displays 
a Gallic  trophy  (fig.  16)  composed  of 
cuirass,  shields  and  trumpets  being 
crowned  with  a wreath  by  Roma.  L. 
Flaminius  Chilo  (43  B.C.)  also  shows  a 
"Victory  in  a biga”  to  commemorate  the 
successes  of  the  consul,  C.  Flaminius  in 
Cisalpine  Gaul.  Both  types  refer  to  mill' 
tary  engagements  which  took  place  in 
223  B.C.  The  type  of  P.  Cornelius  Lciv 
tulus  Marcellinus  dedicating  the  spoils 
won  from  Viridomarus  or  Britomartus 
(Gallic  chieftains  of  the  Bolli  and  Insu' 
bres)  in  222  B.C.,  is  illustrated  in  Part 
VIII  No.  4. 

Not  content  with  the  recent  struggle 
with  the  Gauls,  the  Romans  now  rc' 
involved  themselves  with  the  Cartha' 
ginians  in  the  2nd  Punic  War,  (21 9'20 1 
B.C.) . Two  “Victory  m biga”  types 
relate  to  this  contest.  The  first  (issued 
by  C.  Cornelius  Lentulus  in  86  B.C.) 
commemorates  the  victories  of  M. 
Claudius  Marcellus  over  Hannibal  in 
Italy  and  Sicily,  culminating  the  capture 
of  Syracuse  (212  B.C.).  The  second 
(Tiberius  Claudius — 80  B.C.)  celebrates 
the  successes  of  C.  Claudius  Nero  over 
Hannibal  and  Hasdrubal  in  Italy  (207 
B.C.) . 

By  way  of  contrast  we  might  note  2 
civic  events  which  occurred  in  Rome 
during  the  war  period.  Figure  17  de' 
picts  a statue  of  Valetudo  (Health  per' 
sonified)  symbolizing  Archagathus,  first 
doctor  in  Rome  to  receive  the  rights  of 
citizenship  (219  B.C.).  He  was  granted 
a shop  at  public  expense.  This  coin  was 
issued  by  M.  Acilius  Glabrio  in  50  B.C. 
The  other  type  (fig.  18 — C.  M.  Censor' 
inus  87  B.C.)  commemorates  the  found' 
ing  of  the  “Ludi  Apollinares”  or  games 
of  Apollo  in  212  B.C.,  and  illustrates  the 
“desuitor”  who  used  2 horses  in  the  races 
in  the  circus,  changing  from  one  to  the 
other  alternately  while  in  full  gallop. 

Rome  evidently  now  felt  herself  strong 
enough  to  maintain  a two'front  conflict; 
for  in  214  B.C.  we  find  her  engaging  in 
the  1st  Macedonian  War  against  King 
Philip  V,  while  still  in  the  midst  of 
her  2nd  struggle  with  the  Carthaginians. 


An  important  episode  in  this  war  was 
the  action  of  the  Roman  fleet  against  the 
Aetolians  at  Aegina  (209208  B.C.); 
celebrated  by  the  naval  trophy  type  of 
S.  Sulpicius  Galba — see  Part  VIII  No. 
44. 

One  of  the  greatest  Roman  warriors 
of  about  this  period,  M.  Servilius  Pulex 
Geminus  the  consul  ol  202  B.C.,  is  said 
to  have  received  wounds  in  23  single 
combats  and  to  have  been  victorious  in 
all  of  them.  The  3 types  relating  to  his 
bravery  are  personal,  rather  than  illus' 
trative  of  any  specific  historical  event. 
Two  of  the  three  types  have  been  in' 
eluded  here  mainly  to  show  Roman  arms 
and  armor  (fig.  19)  and  the  Roman 
knight  in  action  (fig.  20).  The  former 
was  minted  by  C.  Servilius  (63  B.C.), 
and  the  latter  by  an  earlier  moneyer  of 
the  same  name  in  94  B.C.  Commemorat' 
ing  the  establishment  of  the  games  ol 
Ceres  (also  in  202  B.C.),  we  see  the 
piece  of  C.  Memmius  (51  B.C.),  dis' 
playing  a seated  figure  of  the  goddess 
and  bearing  the  inscription  “Memmius 
Aed  Cerialia  Preimus  Fecit”  No.  21. 

Another  pacific  incident  occurred  in 
the  following  year,  when  3 Roman  am' 
bassadors  were  sent  to  administer  the 
affairs  of  the  Egyptian  court  during  the 
minority  ol  Ptolemy  V.  Lepidus,  young' 
est  of  the  3,  was  appointed  regent  or 
“tutor  of  the  king”  as  the  legend  “M. 
Lepidus — Tutor  Reg.”  affirms.  Thus 
Rome  makes  her  first  gesture  towards 
the  imperial  idea.  The  coin  (fig.  22) 
shows  Lepidus  crowning  Ptolemy,  and 
was  minted  by  M.  Aemilius  Lepidus  in 
65  B.C. 

Returning  once  more  to  the  ever' 
recurring  Roman  wars  we  have  the  type 
of  M.  Sergius  Silus  (99'94  B.C. — Italy — 
fig.  23);  depicting  his  ancestor,  the  great 
grandfather  of  Cataline,  mounted  on 
horseback  and  carrying  the  head  of  a 
Gaul  slain  at  the  siege  of  Cremona  or 
during  the  relief  of  Placentia  (about  200 
B.C.) . This  man  lost  his  right  arm  in 
combat,  fought  4 times  against  the 
Carthaginians  with  one  arm  only,  and 
had  an  iron  arm  made  which  he  wore 
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at  Cremona  and  Placentia.  The  type  of 
T.  Quinctius  (Flamininus) , referring  to 
the  great  victory  of  his  ancestor  over 
king  Philip  V at  Cynocephalae  (197 
B.C.)  during  the  2nd  Macedonian  War, 
has  already  been  noted — see  Part  IV 
No.  9. 

Rome  gained  new  territory  on  the 
held  of  battle,  but  it  was  her  just  laws 
which  enabled  her  to  retain  her  allies 
and  placate  the  conquered  peoples.  The 
passing  of  the  “Lex  Porcia  de  Provoca- 
tione”  (195  B.C.),  which  granted  Roman 
citizens  outside  the  capital  the  right  of 
appeal  against  military  magistrates  in  all 
criminal  cases,  is  commemorated  by  P. 
(Porcius)  Laeca  (90  B.C.  Italy) . Figure 
24,  showing  a soldier  placing  his  hand 
on  the  head  of  a togate  citizen  and  bear' 
ing  the  legend  “Provoco,”  refers  to  this 
law. 

Apparently  a re-establishment  of  the 
colonies  of  Placentia  and  Cremona  took 
place  in  190  B.C.  This  event  is  recorded 
by  L.  Valerius  Flacci  (90  B.C. — Italy 
fig.  25).  Mars  carrying  a trophy  cele- 
brates  the  successes  of  an  ancestor  of  the 
same  name  against  the  Gauls  in  North 
Italy  (194  B.C.)  and  the  ear  of  wheat 
(in  the  right  field)  applies  to  the  re- 
colonization of  these  2 towns. 

A war  with  the  Ligurians  broke  out 
in  193  B.C.,  one  year  before  the  famous 
struggle  with  Antiochus  III  of  Syria. 
Q.  Minucius  Thermus  (90  B.C. — Italy) 
notes  this  interlude  with  his  type  show- 
ing 2 warriors,  a Roman  and  a barbarian, 
fighting  (fig.  26).  The  Roman  protects 
a fallen  comrade. 

From  the  war  against  Antiochus  we 
have  the  “Hercules  in  quadriga”  type  of 
M.  Aciiius  (100  B.C.)  commemorating 
the  gains  of  M.  Aciiius  Glabrio  in  Thes- 
saly ( 1 91  B.C.);  the  “Jupiter  in 

quadriga”  of  Asiagenus  (Part  III — No. 
2)  celebrating  the  victory  of  L.  Cor- 
nelius Scipio  at  Mt.  Sipylus  (190  B.C.); 
another  “Jupiter  in  quadriga”  of  Q. 
Fabius  Labeo  (102-100  B.C.-  Italy),  re- 


ferring to  the  Quintus  Fabius  Labeo, 
praetor  of  189  B.C.,  who  commanded 
the  Roman  fleet  off  Crete  and  Macedonia, 
and,  the  “Sol  in  facing  quadriga”  (fig. 
27)  of  A.  Manlius  Sergia  (99-94  B.C.— 
Italy)  in  honor  of  the  conclusion  of  a 
treaty  of  peace  with  Antiochus  by  Cn. 
Manlius  Vulso.  Vulso  was  also  noted 
for  his  subjection  of  the  Galatians  and 
the  success  of  his  army  in  Macedonia, 
Thrace  and  Epirus. 

To  show  at  what  a tender  age  some 
Romans  entered  the  army,  we  have  the 
type  of  M.  Aemilius  Lepidus  (65  B.C. 

fig.  28),  which  praises  his  ancestor, 
the  consul  of  187  B.C.,  for  killing  an 
enemy  at  the  age  of  15.  Our  illustration 
is  from  an  equestrian  statue  of  the  hero 
and  is  encircled  by  the  inscription  “An 
XV  Pr  H O C S,”  boasting  of  the  deed. 

We  now  hear  of  campaigns  in  Spain 
for  the  first  time.  An  ancestor  of 
Publius  Calpurnius  fought  the  tribes  of 
the  Lusitani  and  Celtiberi  in  184  B.C., 
as  witnessed  in  his  “Venus  in  higa“  type 
of  124-103  B.C. 

Five  years  later  M.  Fulvius  Nobilior 
erected  a temple  in  the  Flaminian  Circus 
and  decorated  it  with  statues  of 
“Hercules  and  the  9 Muses,”  spoils  of 
the  conquest  of  Aetolia  in  189  B.C. 
Figure  29  depicts  Hercules  and  Part 
VII — No.  29,  one  of  the  9 Muses.  Both 
were  issued  by  Q.  Pom  pom  us  Musa  in 
67  B.C. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  3rd 
Macedonian  War  we  have  records  of  3 
scattered  and  minor  engagements.  C. 
Claudius  Pulcher  alludes  to  the  double 
triumph  of  his  ancestor  over  the  Istrians 
and  Ligurians  (177  B.C.)  in  his  “Victory 
in  biga”  type  of  91  B.C.;  L.  Postumius 
Albinus  notes  the  victories  of  the  con- 
sul of  the  same  name  over  the  Vaccaei 
and  Lusitani  (173  B.C.)  with  a “Mars 
in  quadriga”  (99-95  B.C.),  and  Caius 
Fonteius  (91  B.C. — Italy)  in  his  galley 
type,  figure  30,  commemorates  the  naval 
exploits  of  an  ancestor  who  was  praetor 
in  Sardinia  in  169  B.C. 
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Relating  to  the  3rd  Macedonian  War 
we  have  the  type  of  Q.  Marcius  Pilipus 
(94  B.C.)  showing  a horseman  clad  in 
Greek  armor  (fig.  31).  This  may  be 
intended  to  represent  Perseus  himself. 
The  coin  was  struck  in  honor  of  the 
campaigns  of  Q.  Marcius  Philippus 
against  the  Macedonian  king  in  169  B.C. 
Referring  to  the  defeat  of  Perseus  at 
Pydna  in  168  B.C.  we  note  the  “Jupiter 
in  quadriga”  of  M.  Acilius  Balhus  (124- 
103  B.C.)  with  a Macedonian  shield  in 
the  field.  After  Pydna,  in  the  same  year, 
Perseus  surrendered  to  the  consul  L. 
Aemilius  Lepidus.  The  consul,  a Mace- 
donian trophy,  and  Perseus  and  his  2 
sons  (fig.  32)  are  illustrated  on  the  very 
interesting  denarius  of  Paullus  Aemilius 
Lepidus  (71  B.C.).  The  king  and  his 
2 sons  were  brought  to  Rome  where  they 
adorned  a triumph  which  lasted  for  3 
days.  The  latin  “Ter”  at  the  top  of  the 
coin  refers  to  the  3 triumphs  of  the 
consul  in  190,  181  and  168  B.C.  respec- 
tively. 

Final  consolidation  of  Italy,  under  the 
Romans,  was  achieved  in  154  B.C.,  when 
Q.  Opeimius  subdued  the  Ligurian  tribes 
of  the  Oxybii  and  Deciatae.  Lucius 
Opeimius  records  this  fact  in  his  “Victory 
in  quadriga”  type  of  99-95  B.C. 

Andriscus,  pretender  to  the  Macedon- 
ian throne  (148  B.C  ),  was  quickly  dis- 
posed of  by  the  generals  Q.  Caecilius 
Metellus  and  A.  Licinius  Nerva,  the 
country  now  becoming  a Roman 
province;  Rome’s  first  eastern  expansion. 
Referring  to  this  campaign  we  have  the 
ornamental  Macedonian  shield  (fig.  33 
94  B.C.)  of  M.  Caecilius  Metelius  and 
the  “horseman  dragging  a captive  by  the 
hair”  (fig.  34 — 48  B.C.)  of  A.  Licinius 
Nerva.  Both  moneyers  were  descendants 
and  namesakes  of  the  famous  generals. 

In  145  B.C.  the  Roman  tribes  were 
first  brought  together  in  separate  en- 
closures “saepta”  when  voting  in  the 
Comitia — see  Part  VIII — No.  16;  and, 
in  the  following  year,  we  have  a type 
“cornucopia  crossing  a thunderbolt” 
(fig.  35),  which  alludes  to  a war  with 


Viriathus  near  Valentia,  Spain.  The 
latter  piece  was  struck  by  Q.  Fabius 
Maximus  in  94  B.C. 

A revolt  of  Roman  slaves  in  Sicily 
(138  B.C.)  was  treated  with  contempt 
by  the  moneyer  Titus  Deidus  on  his 
denarius  of  99-94  B.C.  (local  Italian 
mint).  In  fig.  36  he  shows  a Roman 
soldier  (left)  armed  with  a whip  and 
shield,  chastising  a slave  (right)  who 
carries  a sword  and  shield. 

Passage  of  the  “Lex  Cassia  tabellaria” 
in  137  B.C.  established  the  ballot  in 
Roman  elections.  L.  Cassius  Longinus 
(52  B.C.)  marks  the  adoption  of  this 
important  law  with  his  type  showing  a 
voter  dropping  a tablet  into  the  ballot 
box  (fig.  37). 

The  war  with  the  Gallic  chieftain 
Bituitus  (121  B.C.)  is  noticed  by  several 
moneyers  of  92  B.C.  They  all  show  him 
hurling  his  spear  from  a biga  (fig.  38). 

In  1 13  B.C.  there  was  a celebrated  trial 
of  Vestal  Virgins,  who  were  about  to 
be  condemned  for  violating  their  vows 
of  celibacy.  Tablets  marked  “A” 
(Absolvo)  and  “C”  (Condemno)  were 
utilized  in  determining  the  verdict. 
These  tablets  and  the  voting  urn  are 
illustrated  in  the  field  of  No.  5 Part 
VIII. 

The  Jugurthine  War  (112-106  B.C.) 
ended  with  the  abject  submission  of  the 
king  to  Sulla.  Faustus  Cornelius  Sulla, 
son  of  the  dictator,  illustrates  his  father 
seated  on  a high  platform  with  Bacchus 
offering  him  an  olive  branch  while  the 
captive  Jugurtha  kneels  behind  (fig.  39 
62  B.C.).  This  scene  was  copied  from 
the  dictator’s  signet  ring. 

Suppression  ot  a 2nd  Sicilian  slave  re- 
volt, 5 years  later,  is  commemorated  hy 
Mn.  Aquillus  on  his  denarius  of  72  B.C. 
(fig.  40),  which  shows  his  grandfather, 
the  consul,  raising  the  kneeling  Sicily 
( personified) . 

The  moneyers  Kalcni  and  Cordi,  in 
their  type  of  72  B.C.  (fig.  41)  “Roma 
shaking  hands  with  Italia,”  undoubtedly 
celebrate  the  conclusion  of  the  Social 
War  in  89  B.C.,  a very  recent  event. 
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Special  victory  games,  the  “Ludi  Vic- 
toriae  Sullanae,”  in  honor  of  Sulla’s 
triumph  over  the  Samnites  at  the  Colline 
Gate  were  inaugurated  in  81  B.C.  M. 
Nonius  Sufenas  (62  B.C.),  notices  this 
signal  respect  paid  to  the  dictator  with 
his  type  showing  Roma  seated  on  a pile 
of  arms  while  being  crowned  by  Victory 
(fig.  42). 

With  the  type  of  P.  Fonteius  Capito 
(59  B.C.—  fig.  43),  celebrating  his 

uncle’s  warlike  exploits  in  Narbonese 
Gaul,  we  approach  very  closely  to  con- 
temporary history,  as  his  campaigns  oc- 
curred but  a few  years  previously  (76- 
73  B.C.) . 

Our  last  coin  dealing  with  past  his- 
tory records  the  great  slave  revolt  under 


Spartacus.  Roman  slaves  were  often 
badly  treated  and  there  was  very  little 
excuse  for  the  slaughter  of  20,000  of 
them  in  72  B.C.  by  Quintus  Arrius. 
H is  son  M.  Arrius  Secundus  shows  poor 
taste  by  perpetuating  the  memory  of  this 
massacre  in  his  type  of  41  B.C.  This 
piece  shows  a spear  between  a wreath 
and  a square  ornament  (fig.  44),  relat- 
ing in  a rather  obscure  manner  to  the 
rebellion. 

In  the  next  article  we  will  take  up  the 
commemorative  coinages  ot  the  Social  and 
Civil  Wars;  of  Pompey  the  Great, 
Brutus,  Julius  Caesar,  Mark  Anthony 
etc. — in  general  all  the  principal  types 
dealing  with  contemporary  history.
